Grounds at Koshkonong. 


Lake Koshkonong, 
fourteen miles 


north of this city, says a Janeuv lie 
dispatch to the Milwaukee Evening 
Wisconsin, for years one of the most 
widely .uiown lakes In the country 
on account 
of the fine canvasback 


duck shooting which may be enjoyed 
along Its shores at certain seasons 
of the year. Is rapidly losing Its pres- 
tige.

came to Lake Koshkonong, but

stead of resting for1 several weeks, 
as was. their custom, they stayed a 
day or two and then' left

a flock'of from 3,000 to-10,000 birds 
will settle over a feeding bed 
and 


stay there until they get fat, only 
moving on windy 
.days and for a 


time each morning and evening. 
Last fall It was a curious qlght to 


watch them In their disappointment 
over loss of their feeding beds.

great 'flock would start diving for 
the celery roots at the bottom of the 
lake. 
Falling to -find their usual 


food they would • swim rapidly for 
*ome distance and then again begin 
diving.

Amount Taken from Kxpress Nafes Now 


Declared to Be at Least '•SO.OOO— 
Robbery Was Well Contrived by Those 
Who Kxecutvil the Job. 


Texarkana. Ark., Sept. 5.—The six 


masked men who robbed the south- 
bound cotton belt passenger train 'four 
miles from here are thought to be in 
this city. It was at first thought the 
men were in the woods, and many 
posses were sent out to hunt them. 
The posses have returned hero, hav- 
ing called the bloodhounds from the 
•track. It has been learned that the 
robbers secured one bag of gold which 
•required..the combined efforts of two 
men to carry from the express car to 
the engine. The through safe was 
Mown open with dynamite. It is be- 
lieved the robbers are Texarkana men, 
or at least one man, the remainder be- 
ing boys. The amount of the booty It 
is now said will reach nearly $50,000. 
Pursuit Is now. confined 
strictly to 


Texarkana. 
The train southbound 


from Texarkana had reached the Texas 
and Pacific crossing, four miles south 
of Texarkana. at 11:25 p. m. As It 
stopped to blow, six' men boarded the 
train. Two of these were on the en- 
gine and compelled the' engineer and 
fireman to go back and cut tbe mall 
and express cars from the train. When 
this had been done, the six men 
-boarded the engine, .left the • fireman 
•with the train, and the engineer was 
Instructed 
to pull out south. 
The 


train was run to Eylau, .a small sid- 
ing, where a stop was made. While 
one man guarded the engine the' five 
others went back to the express car, 
forced the doors, and blew open the 
*afe. 
They took their time at the 


•work,- and when -they had concluded, 
returned to the locomotive-with two 
sacks heavy with booty. These they 
tossed on the engine.' Turning to the 
engineer, one said: "We'll just shel' 
road you here. You are not the only 
engineer In this crowd, and I guess we 
can run the machine a few miles with 
out your 'assistance." -The robbery 
.•was done by men more experienced In 
railroading than 
In robber}-. They 


knew the stops of the train and were 
prepared for the emergency thus .pre 
rented. They were armed, but did no 
•make unnecessary display 
of 
theli 


•weapons. 'All were masked and eacl
